TF schools reveal $901000 error

TWIN. EALI-S - Twin Falls School Sijpt. 
George Staudaher revealed today that an error 
of $9O,00Q had been discovered in the school 
budget approved last year. 

In order to compensate for the unexpected 
loss of S9Q.0QD income, the district had been 
forced to reduce spending below the amount 
budgeted for 1971-72, he said. 
— j&cause of rising costs elsewhere, Staudaher 
saidVthe district took the bulk of the cuts from 
funds budjgetod ol 8mftntflry to j eh er 
salaries. 

Staudaher said the error would explain a 
budgeted decrease in spending , proposed for 
1977-73. , 

Staudaher said the total amount of proposed 



the amount budgeted for salaries in 1971-72. 

Staudaher said today that both teacher salary 
schedules and the number of teachers would be 
unchanged, as reported. 

But contrary to the announced budget, the 
total, amount allocated for teacher salaries 
would have' to rise slightly, he said. 

The slight increase is necessary, he said, to 
provide additional pay to those teachers who 
are advancing up the seniority scale. 

A low number of new teachers is expected to 
be hired this year, causing 'he average tenure of 
teachers to rise. ~ ■ ~ 

With the advancing tenure comes additional 
seniority pay, which the district must provide, 
Staudaher said.
